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MINUTES OF THE CONFERENCE 



MORNING SESSION, SEPT. 2ND, 1908, FIRST DAY. 
WEDNESDAY MORNING. 

The Thirty-Eighth Annual Session of the Southwest Missouri Conference convened 
in the new church at Warrensburg, Missouri, September 2nd, 1908, 9 o’clock a. m., 
Bishop H. C. Morrison presiding. After religious services, conducted by the Bishop, 
the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper was administered by Rev. T. M. Cobb, assisted 
by the presiding elders. The roll of the Conference was then called by C. C. Woods,

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SABBATH OBSERVANCE 

Your Committee on Sabbath Observance reports that, in its judgment, among 
the many vital questions with which we, as a Christian body, must necessarily have 
to do, few, if any, are of more wide-reaching interest than that of a healthful and 
Biblical observance of the Sabbath. 

In connection with this divinely appointed institution the church is charged with 
a responsibility of such magnitude as to carry with it the deepest convictions con- 
cerning its proper observance by Christian people and the due enforcement of its 
claims concerning all men. 

We are in hearty sympathy with the claims and pleadings of the church that all 
that God has done for or appointed to man is for both his temporal and spiritual good. 

Primarily there is nothing in the life of a man that has to do more directly with 
his temporal and spiritual welfare than the institution and proper observance of the 
Sabbath. The setting apart of one day in seven as a sacred day unto the Lord fixes 
in his thought the idea of a supreme authority; awakens within him an appreciation 
of his own needs, and furnishes him an opportunity for reflection and meditation. 

The Sabbath and synagogue were the shibboleth of the Israelite. The Sabbath, 
with our churches and ministry and the coming together of the people, constitute our 
points of departure. It is in the right use of these as an evangelical basis that we 
project all of the active agencies for the conquest of this world for our Christ. 

The large influx of people to our country from lands where Sabbath observance 
is at low tide greatly complicates the situation, especially in our larger towns and 
cities, and makes it more imperative upon the church to speak out with emphasis 
upon the subject. Of course, we deplore what we see and know of Sabbath desecra- 
tion, and also that other fact — the practical ignoring of the restraints fixed by statute. 
We are likewise pained that in some localities our own people attend the Sunday 
baseball and other places of amusement. 

We recommend that our pastors preach at least one sermon in each of their 
congregations the coming year upon the subject of the Christian Sabbath, emphasizing 
the importance of the proper observance of this fundamental institution of our Chris- 
tian civilization, recommending to our people in every place the need of a proper 
example upon their part. 

We heartily commend the good services of some of our state officials in theii 
efficient efforts to enforce the statutory provisions for the due observance and main- 
tenance of our Christian Sabbath.

WINTON MONUMENT. 

The Veteran Missouri Mlethodist Preachers’ Association, at its centennial meeting 
in 1906, voted memorials to D. R. McAnally, J. C. Berryman and G. M. Winton, to 
be placed in Central College, Marvin Collegiate Institute and Morrisville College. 

A bronze tablet, properly inscribed, was unveiled in Central College, November 9, 
1907, to the memory of Dr. McAnally. 

The Association, at its meeting in 1907, appointed J. Spencer, J. C. Shackelford 
and W. S. Woodard a committee to take charge of the Winton' memorial. This 
committee requested the Southwest Missouri Conference to join in the enterprise, 
which the Conference did and appointed L. D. Payne, W. P. Brickner, G. M. Jones 
and S. E. Scroggins to co-operate with said committee. These tw r o committees united 
in one and elected Captain G. M. Jones chairman and W. S. Woodard secretary. 
After interchanging views, this joint committee requested the chairman to ascertain 
the cost of a bronze bust and the secretary to ascertain the cost of an oil painting. 
The outcome of the correspondence was that Dr. J. L. D. Blevans was engaged to 
make an oil painting, life size, of Brother Winton, for which he was to be paid $200, 
he donating $15 of that amount. The balance of $185 was distributed over the Con- 
ference and the seven committeemen appointed to collect the same. The picture has 
been made and will be, D. V., unveiled in Morrisville College, September 9, 1908. 

It was the plan of the committee to collect books for the College library as a 
part of the memorial. In this it has had but limited success. The entire cost of the 
portrait has been provided. 

The names of all who contributed money or books to the enterprise will be 
recorded in a book in which a sketch of his life will be written by the secretary, and 
kept with the picture in the College.

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MEMOIRS 

REV. L. M. PHILLIPS. 

Rev. Lamartine Murat Phillips was born near Rocheport, Boone County, Mo., May 
6, 1852, and died at the University Hospital in Kansas City, Saturday, January 11, 1908. 

His parents were Rev. Preston and Mary P. Phillips, for a long time residing at 
Sedalia, Mo., where their unfailing kindness to the passing pilgrim and their high 
qualities of mind and heart gave them distinction and honor. Their loyalty to the 
Methodism of the South wal touching in its devotedness, since they spared neither 
themselves nor their means in their zeal to build up the Kingdom of the Master. 

Their son Lamartine was a student at Randolph-Macon, and also at Central 
College, for some time. His mind was of a high order, and his extensive reading gave 
him a wide range of thought and knowledge. But his trend was ever toward the 
doctrine and philosophy of Christianity, and hence he was stronger as a theologian, 
while inferior nowhere. He was universally recognized as a great preacher. But, 
while always strong in the pulpit, he was yet more remarkable for his personal conse- 
cration. We have never known a man so patient in adversity and poverty — so self- 
sacrificing and so wonderfully conscientious in his regard for what he deemed right. 

He had been a sufferer from childhood — almost never well ; and the hardships and 
labor involved in his ministerial life no doubt intensified the conditions which brought 
him to the grave, when seemingly he should have been in the strength of middle man- 
hood. As he approached the end his suffering became intense, yet he murmured not, 
but rejoicing to suffer,' as well as to do, the Master’s will, he “endured as seeing Him 
who is invisible,” and fell asleep, at last, without pain or fear, to awaken in the land 
where poverty, heartache and tears are unknown. 

The funeral services were held at the Cleveland Avenue Church by Rev. L. P. 
Norfleet, his brother-in-law, assisted by Rev. A. L. Marshall and Rev. John Coontz, 
Sunday, January 12th, and the sacred remains were deposited in Mt. Washington 
Cemetery to await the resurrection of the just. 

The Christian lady who has so patiently shared with him the trials and privations 
of the itinerant life and has so loyally and lovingly stood by him to the last, with the 
daughters who in the same spirit have loved and labored, will have the tender sympathy 
of a great multitude within and without the church who know of their history and their 
bereavement. C. C. W. 



REV. W. B. MORGAN. 

W. B. Morgan : What associations are linked with this name ! So full of life, so 
attractive in his bearing, so humble and devoutly religious was he that for years he 
drew more people to Christ than any other one man in the Southwest Missouri Confer- 
ence.- He was called to preach! From the day he was admitted into the conference to 
his dying hour his all-absorbing thought was the salvation of souls. He literally wore 
himself out in this most glorious calling. He knew men. Men knew him to be a true 
man. He had his peculiarities, but he reached the people. He was as universally loved 
as any man in our conference. He was above the average in common sense. We say 
had he enjoyed the opportunity of some men as to training and education he would 
have been great. Morgan was great. His first thought was, after reaching the Spring- 
field Hospital, “I wonder how many unsaved sick are here?” He went from room to 
room talking Christ to all the patients. In the room adjacent to the one in which he 
died was a wicked man, now well, but soundly converted through Morgan’s efforts. 
He was his own evangelist. He led a thousand to a religious experience. He did his 
work hurriedly, preferring not to stay at any one place more than one or two years. 

After several years of railroading in his early life he happened to be in some half 
dozen wrecks, all in less than one month, the last of which very nearly ended his life. 
Quoting his own words, he said : “Strange to say, in every wreck that Still Small Voice 
would say, ‘Go preach,’ while I was still a wicked sinner.” He then came to Springfield, 
Mo., where, he said, ‘Like the prodigal son, I came to myself and began to seek the 
pearl of great price. For several weeks I was in a spirit of prayer, when, in an old 
house, on Phelps avenue, the burden of my heart rolled away and light flashed across 
my benighted soul.” On the first day of January, 1889, he was licensed to preach at a 
quarterly conference held in St. Paul’s Church, by L. W. Pearce. “On March 25,” he 
said, “I tried to preach my first sermon, from Esther 4:16: 

“And so I go unto the King, which is not according to the law, and if I perish, I 
perish.” He said, “Of course, I perished, but by the grace of God I came again.” 
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He was junior preacher on the Springfield Circuit, J. W. Bond, pastor. Brother 
Morgan served his conference faithfully from 1890 until he was called from his labors. 
When he died, January 16, 1908, at Springfield Hospital in a room furnished by St. 
Paul's Church he was fifty-three years old; born in Meade county, Ky. ; the son of 
William and Elizabeth Morgan. There were eleven children, six of whom are still 
living. His parents preceded him years ago. 

Brother Morgan was married in 1896 to Miss Christina Hoover. This most 
devoted companion is left bereft of as true a husband as ever lived. They were truly 
wedded. May the Lord comfort her now. W. P. BUCKNER.
